The seriousness of the coal and steel 
Strikes cannot be overestimated. 


There. is general agreement among 
those who should know that nothing worse 
could befall the country, or come at a 
worse time. We are now in the process 
of what economists call an orderly with- 
drawal from the inflationary period which 
beset us after the war. There have been 
indications the past few weeks that the 
situation was becoming stabilized at a 
gratifying high level with optimistic pros- 
pects for the future. 

The immediate threat, if the steel and 
coal strikes are prolonged, is that defla- 
tion will set in again, creating greater un- 
employment and another period of busi- 
ness letdown. Its severity will depend 
upon the length of the strikes. 

The long-run threat, though, is a re- 
vival of inflation. Strikes in these basic 
industries can create renewed shortages 

-that will run the gamut of a great part 
of the economy. If that comes we shall 
have lost all the gains we have made to- 
ward readjustment to a normal peacetime 
level, for shortages and inflation will bring 
more demands for increased wages, which 
in turn will set the vicious spiral in mo- 
tion all over again. 

In its last report the President’s Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers found the eco- 
nomic outlook “reassuring,” but Chairman 
Nourse was emphatic in declaring this pre- 
diction dependent almost entirely upon 
stable labor relations in most of industry. 

Pensions which the Steelworkers Union 
is asking and which the President’s Fact- 
Finding Board recommended be paid en-

tirely by employers, would cost the indus- 
try about $200,000,000 annually. . That is 
roughly $3 per ton of steel produced. 
Economists, Government and private, are 
in disagreement as to whether the industry 
could absorb this bill out of profits, but 
even if that were possible it would mean 
that price reductions, which have been in 
prospects, could not then be made. 

The big factor in the promising busi- 
ness outlook so far has been a stabilization 
which would permit greater production 
with price reductions which would appeal 
to consumers. If industry is unable to cut 
costs, however, it is likely to find the buy- 
ing public unable to absorb more products 
at prices which, instead of decreasing, are 
going up. 

Here we have a repetition, on a terrify- 
ing scale, of the fruits of a labor monopoly 
and Government coddling. Two men, John 
Lewis and Philip Murray, have called 
strikes which will reach into every wallet 
and change purse in the land. 

President Truman, who intervened to 
delay the steel strike because he did not 
want to be put in the position of being 
forced to use the Taft-Hartley Act, has 
announced he is “through” with attempts 
at settlement. 

Before the present crisis is ended the 
country well may be grateful for the Taft- 
Hartley Act, just as it has been on the 
seven previous occasions when Mr. Tru- 
man used it to end strikes that threatened 
the national welfare. But if labor unions 
were subject to the same anti-monopoly 
laws as is business the act he has used so 
successfully for politcal capital might be 
entirely unnecessary. 


This Means Improved Legal Control 


Georgia’s wholesale liquor dealers have 
named a “Tzar,” following the idea adopt- 
ed long ago by the beer dealers, who 
have done an excellent job. Their inves- 
tigators have policed the industry and have 
taken the initiative in closing up many 
places abusing the privilege of selling 
beer. 

The wholesalers want to stay in busi- 
ness. We believe the thoughtful public, 
even those bitterly opposed to liquor, will 
want it continued as a legally controlled 
business. It is a problem and a very real 
one. For that reason alone there is every 
obligation to keep it in the open and with- 
in reach of the law and not turn it over to 
the underworld. We have achieved in 
Georgia the reputation of leading the na- 
tion in illegal liquor produced in dry 
counties. The dry-county business, and 
the attitude of past Revenue Commission- 
ers that the office was a collection agency 
only, has corrupted some wholesalers. 

The present Commissioner honestly en- 
forces the law, as it should be done. 
The appointment y the wholesalers of a 
director with full authority, is a move

which supplements and complements the 
attitude of the Commissioner. 

It means we will have better enforce- 
ment of the law and more control of the 
problem.

good reason that there are many more 
millions of people in the tountry. 

But, consumption is going down as 
people learn that alcohol taken in excess 
is harmful and destructive and that the 
best idea is to let it alone entirely. We 
have no good word to say for it. We em- 
phatically wish it controlled. We can at- 
tain that goal through legal control and 
education, not by giving it back to the 
underworld. 

The State can help in the next session 
by amending the law to remove some 
of its contradictory features. We do not 
believe the Legislature would be willing 
to return the State to underworld control. 

The problem must be met legally. 

The idea is to provide the State with 
clearer and more easily enforced laws.

They have been talking about the “‘welfare State” in a way to indicate 


that they plan to make it a leading issue in the next national campaign. 


Administration supporters, on the other hand, 
contend that this is merely a new term conjured 
up by the Republicans to frighten the people. 
It is, they claim, only a repetition of the old 
charges of “regimentation” hurled at the previous 
Roosevelt Administration back in the days of 
the New Deal program. 


President Truman saw fit to address 
himself to the subject in a broadcast he 
made the other night under auspices of the 
Women’s Division of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. In condemning his various 
public welfare measures, his critics, he said, 
are disregarding the mandate of the Federal 
Constitution itself. He reminded that the 
Government, under the Constitution, is spe- 
cifically charged with the responsibility for 
“promoting the general welfare.” 


Hence, Mr. Truman charged that those who 
call his Fair Deal program “alien or dangerous’ 
are 160 years behind the times. The program, 
he insisted, had ceme up from the grass roots 
and was clearly designed to “promote the general 
welfare.” as laid down by the Constitution. He 
said it was “as American as the soil we walk on.” 

The President might have gone a step further, 
if he had been willing, and pointed out that 
under previous Republican administrations, 
various other measures have been adopted by

Walter Reuther 
An Ambitious Man 


Walter Reuther is back in the headlines again 
with another success and that, for many persons, 
is like reading that smallpox or the plague is on 

the rise once more. 

It is unfair to call settlement of the Ford Company negotiations 
a Reuther victory, although it generally will be so hailed. Young 
Henry Ford, in a sense, could as well call it a victory. It was 
he who offered such a plan two years ago, only to have Reuther 
then refuse it—a refusal which Reuther later admitted an error. 
As it happened, it was Reuther who brought it back as his own 
plan, when it became apparent that a straight wage increase 
would not be within the bounds of reason. In the sense it now 
has been agreed upon, it will be used as a Reuther victory ballad. 
The UAW publicists will play it and sing it. If Big Steel follows, 


they will claim credit for that, too. 

F a But Henry Ford himself deserves to have it said he real- 
Or ized such a plan was a proper one for such industries. 

That he had his costs kited by three stiff wage advances before 

Reuther adopted it as his, will not make him feel any happier. 

But the agreement does move him forward, too, along with Reuther, 

as a setter of precedents in the mass-production field. 


While it is an advance for the production line workers, it is 
one similar in many respects, and basicly the same as those adopted 
many years ago by progressive newspapers and businesses in many 
other fields. It is a growing pressure, especially in the industries 
where the assembly line is the basic idea—where no man is 
really a skilled craftsman, able to produce a whole product. 

The next step would be for unions to grow up a bit more—and 
to return to the old feeling that while their contract may be made 
by their union, their real job is with the employing company and 
they are responsible for its welfare and the continuance of their 
jobs. There is some hope that may develop out of the present 
struggle in labor. It is long overdue.

Reuther is ambitious to become President of ClO. He certainly 
will not much longer be content to play second fiddle to the ailing, 
gentler, less ambitious Phil Murray, President of the steel union. 
It may even be Reuther will try to bring off a surprise maneuver 
at the CIO Convention, which begins Oct. 31 in Cleveland. 


l Reuther’s ambition extends to the AFL, He has 
Pp ans said, privately, if he could take over CIO and thus be- 
come head of steel and automobiles, he would be able to work 
out a coalition of some sort with the AFL. 

Next on his agenda is a farmer-labor alliance. Phil Murray 
and the CIO hierarchy have already started on such a campaign and 
the first State meetings have been held. Their idea is to try to 
win over the farm vote, now hostile to labor, and to show what 
such a combination could do in national politics while the prime 
example—Harry Truman’s election—still is in the public mind. 
That this will take time they know full well. That it may not 
succeed they also know. But labor’s friends in the Congress will 
certainly play ball with the congressional farm leaders in the 
next Congress. 


Reuther has plans for a labor party. If he could bring 
Party off a farmer-labor alliance, he would ‘be able to assume 
control of the Democratic Party, since it is actually those two ele- 
ments which today are its greatest strength. 

CIO, facing the job of ousting the Communist-dominated locals 
and at least two rather large and important unions, the Electrical 
Workers and the Farm Implement Workers, plus some smaller 
ones, is headed for some brisk and busy days with the ambitious 
Reuther on the march. He may take it down some strange paths if 
his ambition is all his critics say it is—and as he himself has not 


denied.

The Tale of a Great Hunter 


From the Province of Manitoba‘tin Canada comes the strange 
tale of Pierre Montevilain, the hunter. Your acceptance or rejec- 
tion of it will depend on the kind of pixies under your hat, . 

For many years, Pierre, a man with the strength of a caribou, 
lived in almost medieval splendor in a chateau overlooking Lake 
Winnipeg.

To Congress came the Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator, Oscar Ewing, in shiny pince-nez 
glasses, with President Truman’s multimillion 
dollar plan to help the underprivileged around the 
world.

Limit Taxes--or Go Totalitarian 


NEW YORK—I know what the answer wil! 
pose that a limit be set on the income tax, but 
we adopt a constitutional limit or slide into Com 


The tax amendment says Congress may 
lect taxes on incomes from whatever source de 
rived. It also repealed a poorly put provision 
which till then had made it impossible for demo 
gogs to. wrest money from the wealthy minority 
and scatter it among the majority to buy their 
votes and perpetual office. Do you think “per: 
petual” is too strong a word here’ Roosevelt II 
hung on until he died. That is as close to pel 
petuity as mortal man can get. : 

But most important is the fact that the lax 
amendment means’ that Congress can take it all. 
In some cases of very high income where a state 
income tax is added to the Federal tax, allowing 
no exemption on money already paid into the 
Federal Treasury, Government does take it all. 
You may find it hard to wring a tear over the 
problems of the rich, but you had better take 
another look.at your cards. They started in on 
the rich in England.

The authority is there for Congress to 
take all of your income, too, however small 
it may be. Understand that the Communist 
manifesto recommends “a heavy progressive 
or graduated income tax,” to abolish private 
nroperty and realize the proposals which the 
President and the Democrats are now urging. 


The principle which Congress and the States 
adopted in this amendment absolutely revoked 
the personal independence of the citizen and his 
right to hold property. I[t has not been totally 
enforced but it is there. For this amendment 
means that. Congress may take as much of your 
earnings as any administration has the audacity to 
grab. You think you have a right to keep the 
major portion of your salary but you haven't. 
That is not a right but a privilege. You may 
keep only as much, as Congress allows you to 
keep and the day when Congress says you can't 
keep any of your wages you will pay it all to 
the treasury or go to jail. So this tax amend- 
ment which seemed so innocent and “democratic” 
made Congress master of the people. 

When the debates on the amendment were 
running, advocates of the tax said it would affect 
only the rich or well-to-do and would take only a 
‘small proportion of their income.

But with all the money coming In 
and with the power to take more and more for 
vanities and novelties just by raising the per- 
centages and reducing the exemptions, Congress 
raised taxes to confiscatory levels and the rate of 
spending rose higher and faster. 


The tax amendment meant ‘that ybu_ be- 
came a servant of the state, which is n more 
than Hitler and Stalin have said. You earn 
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through your work so you work for the Gov- 
ernment. And now the time is dimly in sight 
when the Government will treat you as a 
serf and feed you, clothe you and house you 
you so that you will not need money. That 
intention is implied in Mr. Truman’s design, 
put in his program by Socialists and Commu- 
nists who turned back to Europe for their 
ideas, to take a portion of your wages in 
return for socialized medicine. You may pre- 
fer to select your own doctor and make your 
own arrangements about his fee. Mr. Tru- 
man wouldn’t interfere with that. He 
wouldn't interfere, but when you have paid 
seven or eight percent of your earnings for 
socialized medicine and 30 percent in income 
taxes, social security and union taxes, you 
will waive the privilege of going to your 
own doctor. They won't leave you enough 
to pay twice for the same sickness. If we 
had the option to come into social security 
and socialized medcine or stay out and keep 
our money both of these tricks would flop.

They have been living the lives of dogs for weeks, since that 
tragic night one of their luckless number ran down Margaret Mitch-

With public opinion demanding an eye for an eye for the life 
of the city’s favorite citizen, it was hard to notice in the news that

They do hold 


positions of trust, in many ways—handling girls and women 
and sick people and, too often, drunks and incompetents 
They need patience and strength and a lot of human under- 


standing. 


But a “record” of traffic accidents, such things as parking tick- 
ets or exceeding the speed limit or reckless driving could hardly 
be avoided by a driver operating all day long every day in the 


crowded streets of Atlanta. 


Reckless driv)ng is a loose police charge, sometimes tagged on 


owners of cars whose automobiles are damaged in front of their 


own homes while they are asleep. In many cases it is really noth- 


ing more than a subpoena to appear. 
Remember, cab drivers take a lot of gaff. They are not men of 
distinction to other drivers. They are always wrong. They are 


yelled at, sworn at, bluffed, pushed around, and if you don’t believe 


it, take a few rides with them and find out. 
In case of a draw, the cab driver loses. It doesn’t take many 
arguments like that to stitch up a fancy record for traffic brushes. 
Taxi drivers, who admit they aren’t all lily whites, talk very 
softly about their own pasts. They tell you they are not the over- 
privileged of the community, and some of them, they know, are 
sweating out rehabilitation from more serious crimes than turning 


left on a red light. 


“But,” they say, “how long must a man pay for a misstep? If 
he has been going straight for three or four years, are we to say 
he’s not good enough to try to make an honest living?”’ 

Many hacksters are buying their own cars, using their fares to 
support their families and meeting car payments at the same time, 
and when they lose their licenses, they will lose everything. 


Then what will they do? 


The answer may cost us more than we will gain by our little 


taxi-driver witch hunt.

Most disappointments in establishing Coastal Bermuda 
pastures come from failure to cultivate properly.
